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REMARKS / ARCUMRNTR 
The rejection of Claims 1, 4 and 5 as being anticipated based upon the ThOnncssen 
etal. '350 patent under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) is respectfiilly traversed. In addition, the rejection 
of Claims 6, 7 and 10 as being obvious and unpatentable based upon the ThSnnessen et al. 
'350 patent under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is also respectfully traversed. Further, the rejection of 
Claims 6, 7 and 10 as being obvious and unpatentable based upon the Thonessen et al. '350 
patent in view of the Haugh '502 patent under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is again respectfijUy 
traversed. 

Independent Claim 1, as amended, includes the subject matter of dependent Claims 
3 and 6 in order to further distinguish over the prior art. Applicant's different claimed 
structure provi des advantages not disclosed in the prior art references, e.g., the semi-circular 
bolster side cushion is maintained in an upstanding manner relative to the ciivular bottom 
cushion which forms apet bed, all of which is not taught in die prior art. In the prior art, the 
bolster side cushion is not maintained in an upstanding manner relative to the main bottom 
cushion, because it is held by Velcro which can be inadvert^tly detached. As Amended 
hidependent Claim 1 stales "such that zipper membe r securelv holds in place the bolster side 
cushion in a secure and upstanding manner relative t o the bottom cushion and thereby forms 
m upstanding and raised headrest surface with respect to the bottom cushion for restin;/ of 
anet's head on the raised headrest surface " 
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In addition, the ThOnncssen patent docs not ^ jjfffflft^^^ nr f i>«inh the use of a bolster side 
cushion being semi-circular in shape, and a bottom cushion being circular in shape to form 
a pet bed, as recited in Amended Independent Claim 1. 

Further, the Examiner states that the hook and loop fasteners (VELCKO^'^) of 
Th6nnessen is a functional equivalent of the zipper member of the claimed invention. In this 
case, the Velcro fasteners are not an equivalent of the zipper member of the claimed 
invention, because the hook and loop fasteners of Thtonessen can be sepcrated , which 
allows the upper cushion to easily separate from the bolster cushion. Thus, Thdnnessen, do^s 
not function in the same manner to provide an upstanding headrest which cannot be 
inadvertently detached* 1^'urther, Thdnnessen does not teach that the two pillows are 
coimected along their sides, as claimed by applicant. 

The Thdnnessen et al. '350 patent discloses a low flammability pillow that includes 
a nonwoven block and a nonwoven roll having separate outer coverings. The two rolls are 
easily detachably connected by means of a restick adhesive applied in a strip form or by 
hook-and-loq^ fasteners. 

The ThOnnesscn ct aK '350 patent does not disclose or teach the following elements 
of Currentlv Amended Independent Claim 1 as follows: 
a) a pet bed for pets; 

b^ the holster side qifih^ft" is semi-circ ular in shape: 

c) the bottom cushion is circular in shape and forms a pet bed; 
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d) zipper connecting means for removably connecting the side of its bottom 
cushion outer covering to the side of the bolster cushion outer covering for fonning the 
bolstered pet bed; the zjpper member being connected tn hnth ^\^ . bottom r„«hinn n., f^ r 
covering qnd tft the bolster cushion onter roverin^ in a ffixed anH ^ P^yr^ tr^—'-r;

1) The nionnessen patent pes mt teach a bolster side cushion being semi-circular 
i flshaBs , and a bottom cushion being circular in shape to form a pet bed for prts; 

2) There is mchmj in the Thttnnessen or Haugh patents that the separate outer 
coverings for the nonwoven block and the nonwoven roll are attached by a zipper member 
for firmly interlocking each of the separate outer coverings with each other on their sides, 
in order to form an upstanding and raised headrest sur face for resting of a pet's head thereon 
Thonnessen's connections of the restick adhesive strip or the hook-and-loop fastener would 
be easily separated by a dog or other pet, whereas die zipper member of the present 
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invention jvauldflot be easily separated and the outer coverings are firmlv 
secsired.to each other in an upstanding manner that does not change position. Hie present 
invention's configuration and structure would be highly unlikely to separate by a pet when 
using the bolstered pet bed. Further, TliBnnessen uses Velcro 1 4 to hold the roll 1 3 in place, 
but there is po tg^chin g in Thonnessen's piUow of a zipper m^ ^^ having . fi^>

Theretbre, Claim 1 as amended is patentable and should be allowed. 

The Haugh '502 patent discloses a pet bed having aj» outer covering, a removable 
cushion disposed within the outer covering to form a cushioned bottom portion, a bolster 
removably affixed to the interior bottom portion, and a bolster removably affixed to the 
interior of the outer covering and disposed about at least a portion of the perimeter of the 
bottomportion. The bottom cushion is detachably connected to the bolster cushion by means 
of hook-and-loop fasteners, ties or straps with buckles or straps which are easily seperated. 

The Haugh *502 patent does not disclose or rpi^yh th^ following elements of Currently 
Aingiuls4.Independent Claim 1 as follows: 
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a) zipper connecting means for removably connecting the bottom cushion outer 
covering to the bolster cushion outer covering for forming the bolstered pet bed; thg 
ponnggting means includes a zipper member connected to both f h e bottom cnshion A..t^ 
CO y^R and to the bolster cushion outer rnyerinp in an fl ffixed anil sfirure manner ; th? 
ZWm member includes a first ZlPoer strip ele m ent being fixiyllv attachfid to an outer sid«. 
wall S^Ptiffp of thg bottom cushion outer covering and a s e cond zipper strio element bein ^ 
fixedly 8na<?>)gd to m inner Mde wall section of the holster c ushion outer o^y^ ^fig; and 

b) the zipper member is affixed to a side of the bottom cushion outer covering 
havmsthg bottom cushion therein, and to a side ofth e bolster cushion outer covering TiAvi^ p 
the bolster side cushion therein, such (hat the yip ner member >i ^curelv holds in p l^c^. the 
bolster side ciLshion i n a secure and u p stand in g manner relative to the bottom cushion anri 
thereby forms an upstanding and raised headrest surface with res p ect tt> the bottom y ^Tff^i>n 
for res ting of a pet's head on the raised hcadtcst surface 

Neither of the prior art references to Th5nnessen or Uaugh teach or disclose the 
claimed first zipper strip element on the side of the bottom cushion outer covering or the 
claimed second zipper strip element on the side of the bolster cushion outer covering to 
provide the stfuctuntl advafttaggS claimed of an upstanding and raised headrest surface that 
is not inadvertently detachable for resting tfie pets' head on the raised headrest surface. Thus, 
even if tiiese two references arc fiffimbln^id. as suggested by the Exammer, they still do not 
teach the present invention, as claimed. 

llierefore. Claim 1, as amended is patentable and should be allowed.

Accordingly, even ifthc prior art references ofThOnnessenet ah '350andHaugh *502 
are combined, they dojija teach or disclose theclaimod structure and adv^^ 
Amended Independent Claim 1 and the Claims which depend therefrom. Independent Claim 
1, as amended, includes the subject matter of de|}eadent Claims 3 and 6 in order to 
distinguish over the prior art. Applicant's different structure provides advantages asi 
diwtosftd in the prior art references. i.e., the bother side cushion is maintained in an 
upstanding manner relative to the main bottom cushion which is not taug ht in the prior art. 
In the prior art the bolster side cushion is notmaintii^^ in an upstanding manner relative 
to the main bottom cushion. As Amended Independent Claim I states " such that zipp er 
mgmbCT S^wrely holds in place the bolster side cushi o n in a secure and unstandiny inannw 
relative to the bottom cushion and thereby forms an u bstaiidint> xnd raised headrest surface 
vyith respect to the bottom cushion fftr resting a p at 'k head on the raised headrest surface. " 

In addition, the ThOnnessen patent does not diitc iose or teach the use of a bolster side 
cushion being semi-circular in shape, and a bottom cushion being circular in shape to form 
a pet bed, as recited in Amended Independent Claim 1. 

Further, the Exammer states that the hook and loop fastener (VELCRO^) of 
Thonncssen is a functional equivalent of zipper menibw: of the claimed invention. In this 
case, the VelcroTM festcnets are not an equivalent <?f the zipper member of the claimed 
invention, because the hook and loop fasteners do not function in the same manner to provide 
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an upstanding headrest. Further, ThSnnessen does not teach that they are used to form an 
upstanding and raised headrest surface for restmg of a pet's head thereon. 

For these reasons, it is respectfully submitted ihat applicant's Claim 1 and 4 to 12 are 
now allowable. 
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
